The tornadoes struck at the 
worst possible time. Of course, 
there is no "good time" for a . 
tornado to hit your town but 
the two twisters that nearly 
destroyed Arab, Ala. last week 
came calling in the middle of 
the night. 

The first tornado struck at 5 
a.m. Most of Arab's 5,900 resi- 
dents were sound asleep. The 
second storm came 25 minutes 
later. And, to makeimiíatters 
worse, these tornadoes were 
monsters. 

According to the National 
Weather Service in Birming-

ham,.Al., tornado number one 
had sustained winds of 165 


.miles per haur. It was at least 


one-half mile wide and 
remained on the ground for 14 
miles. 

Tornado number two con- 
tained winds of 135 miles per 
hour. It was one quarter mile 
wide and carved a 12 mile long 
path of destruction. Three peo- 
ple were killed, over 100 
injured and 80 percent of Arab 
was destroyed. 

The National Weather Ser- 
vice did issue a tornado warn- 
ing but with most of the town 
asleep not many people knew 
the twisters were coming. 
Ironically, the town had 
recently. rejected a proposal to 
add weather warning sirens 
because the cost was consid- 
ered too high. 

In many respects, the people 
of Arab never had a chance. 
After all, there's not much you 
can do when two giant torna- 
does strike in the middle of the 
night. Or, is there? 

There was one safety item 


that may have given the resi- 
dents of'Arab a few seconds 
warning. It is inexpensive, it 
works 24 hours a day and no 
home should be without it. 
What is this weather warning 
miracle? It is a weather radio. 

For under $30, you сап pur- 
chase а weather тай #Аа& will 
provide continuos weather 
information from the National 
Weather Service. It's all 
weather, all the time. The cur- 
rent temperature, the week- 
end forecast and boating con- 
ditions are available around 
the clock. 

And, when the weather 
turns nasty, the weather radio 
is always there. When the 
National Weather Seryice 
issues a weather warning the 
radio will sound an alarm fol- 
lowed by the warning informa- 
tion. 

So, even if a tornado was to 
strike in the middle of the 
night, your weather radio 
would give you a few seconds 
to react. Chances are your 
home is equipped with a

The warning signs of a 
stroke tend to come on sudden- 
ly and without warning. If any 
of the following occur, even 
briefly, you should call your 
physician as soon аз possible 
and get:medical attention: one 
sided weakness or numbness of 
the face, arm or leg; dimness-or 
loss of vision, particularly in 
only one eye; loss of speech, or 

trouble talking or understand- 
ing speech; and severe, unex- 
plained headache or dizziness, 
unsteadiness, or falls. 


The primary risk factors for 
strokes include: 

age greater then 65; male 
gender ór sex; African Ameri- 
can descent; hypertension 
(high blood pressure); heart 
disease; diabetes mellitus; 
cigarette smoking, particularly 
when combined with use of 
oral contraceptives or birth 
control pills; person or family 
history of stroke or "mini- 
strokes" (TIA's or 
transischemic attacks). 

Secondary risk factors which 
increase the likelihood of heart 
disease, which is a risk factor 
for stroke in itself, include ele- 
vated blood cholesterol and 
lipid levels, excessive alcohol 
intake, physical inactivity, and 
obesity.

Family Tree Can Hold Key To Stroke Risk 


(NAPS)—Anne Williams had 
followed in her father's footsteps 
since childhood.-He taught her to 
play tennis, they went to the same 
college and even into the same 
business. But it wasn’t until she 
suffered a stroke early last year 
that she realized how much they 
really had in common, х 

"Éven though my dad suffered 
а stroke, it never occurred to me 
that I might be at risk," said 

. Williams, age 47. “I didn't pay 
much attention to the fact that it 
could happen to me, too." 

Like Williams, many people 
aren't aware òf how significantly 
their family's medical history can 
affect their risk of disease, and 
stroke і по exception. The National 
Stroke Association recently found 
hat individuals with a family histo- 
ry of stroke are five times as likely 
to be afflicted with the disease than 
those who&e families have no histo- 
ry of stroke. The most significant 
study pointing to heredity as a link 
to stroke was conducted at the Yale 
University College of Medicine in 
1992. In this study among twins, 
researchers found a nearly five-fold 

^: increase in the prevalence of stroke, 
proving that genetic factors 
increase one’s risk for stroke. 

Often referred to asa “brain 
attack," a stroke occurs when the 
blood flow to the brain is suddenly 
interrupted. Its devastating 
effects—from paralysis to loss of 
speech and memory—make stroke 
America's leading cause of adult 
disability and third leading cause of 
death. 


While you can't change your 
family's medical history, béing 
aware vf.it is one of the best ways 
to protect yourself from stroke. In 
Williams’ case, she didn't realize 
that her father’s stroke was an

“Learning about our family's 
medical history is something we 
don't often do until it's too late," 
says Fletcher McDowell, M.D., 
president of the National Stroke 
Association. “But a full stroke 
may be preventable if people are 
aware of their stroke risk and the 
warning signs." 

So while genes can set the 
stage for a stroke to occur, it's 
important to look out for the 
warning signs. Probably the most 
significant warning sign is 
а "mini-stroke" or transient 
ischemic attack (TIA). A TIA lasts

A TIA often serves as the 
wake-up call for those at risk to 
make serious lifestyle changes.
